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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 43-44 and 81-85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 43, 44 and 81-85, each recitation of "the material" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 43, 78, 81-82 and 85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Li (US Pat. No. 6,383,951 B1). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
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either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Regarding claims 43, 78 and 81 , Li teaches a method comprising: layering a first 
conductive material (12) (see Fig. 3); introducing said first conductive material (12) to 
methylsilane (14) (see fig. 4); applying electromagnetic energy to the material 
introduced to the first conductive material (12) (see col. 5, lines 8-9); and layering a 
second conductive material (20) over said first conductive material (see fig. 8). 

Regarding claims 82 and 85, Li teaches that the step of applying electromagnetic 
energy comprises applying radio frequency (RF) energy at a power level ranging from 
about 50-1000 watts (see col. 5, lines 35-37). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 44, 83 and 84 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, 
applying ultraviolet light toward the methylsilane introduced to the first conductive 
material; and layering a second conductive material over said first conductive material.
